Now the plaintiff-in his declaration 


has put-Into these articles In paren- 
theses ; various 'phrases 
which

called innuendoes .'and which are, not 
part of the articles but which are alle- 
gations, statements, as to what was 
meant by these articles and whu was 
intended. It is proper pleadings but 
you should bear in mind, of 
course, 


gentlemen, that it is merely pleading, 
that the innuendo is simply an allega- 
tion, a contention on the part of the 
plaintiff as to 
what 
those 
articles 


mean and are not evidence and you are 
to determine, regardless of this con- 
tention on the part of the plaintiff, as 
to what these articles mean, what they 
do mean, and whether the articles re- 
ferred to. referred to the plaintiff and 
are 
defamatory. 
Undoubtedly, if 
a 


newspaper says of the publisher of an- 
other paper, alleges in so many words 
c-r insinuates that he gets money from 
candidates for office 
or from 
a.ppll- 
cants for liquor licenses by threatening 
them, that if they do not

money he will withhold the support of 
his paper or oppose them !n his paper, 
undoubtedly that is a charge of dis- 
honorable conduct and is libelous and 
it is for you to determine

Right of Comment 


Gentlemen, that refers to "the right 


of free and open discussion which un- 
doubtedly exists. _ A 
newspaper 
is 


justified in discussing matters of pub- 
lic moment, but a newspaper Is not 
justified on the ground of public inter- 
est in saying of another newspaperman 
that he is a liar, grafter or blackmail- 
er. That is not within the limit of fair 
criticism. 
It is defamation, pure and 


simple. He mny defend as I have al- 
ready said. If he will, .and can by sav- 
ing that the charges he makes are true; 
but a newspaper has no right to pub- 
lish false charges of that character 
against another. 


"The burden is on the 
plaintiff 
to 


satisfy the jury by a fair preponder- 
ance of the evidence that the articles 
in the various counts of the plaintiff's 
declaration were written :.nd publls'.rjd 
of and concerning the plaintiff." 


That is true and T have already giv- 


en you that ruling. It Is not the office 
of the innuendo used by the plalntln* 
in his declaration.

NOAV, there is no such provocation, in 
this-case; 'nothing ' of that sort has 
been shown. Articles published by the 
plaintiff's newspaper have been put in 
evidence, but'there is nothing in those 
Indicating any attack 
upon the 'de- 


fendant and,•• therefore, they' do 
not 


come within the law- of provocation.- . 


The question of what was intended 
and that intention is to be determine^ 
by the. acts-of .the defendant and the 
surrounding circumstances. It is'true 
that:ih the opening statement and per- 
haps' in the closing statement some 
evidence was offered on the part of the 
plaintiff until I interrupted the plain- 
tiff, tending to show what the relations 
were between Mr. Harrington and his 
brother, and I ruled' out.that testimony 
as you remember, because the defend- 
ant in his answer did no', claim -that 
If this article in question, this count 
in question—the 14th—that Ifthat re- 
ferred to the plaintiff,.-that there 'was 
any- foundation to the charges made 
there.'

EDUCATIONAL 
THEORISTS AND 
PRACTICAL 
TEACHERS 


There seems to be a iemlouey among1 some educators, iunluding college 


professors, Io .question 
general qualifications of school teachers and 


ursje longer study in various "directions for the purpose of culture as "well 


b the efi'ect on the teachers' power'to impart instruction. 
• 


The series; of 'questions sent out by (he Normal school principals of 


Ucw York and published in this paper Saturday is a case in point. It indi- 
cates a prevailing opinion Hint, the teacher should be a sort of walking 
c>dopaedin. What is suggested for supplementary studies could be attained 


; only in a college course. Now this is not only unnecessary to a successful 


teacher but there is dang'er that some teachers may get the idea that it is 
incumbent upon them to display 'their education in various lines to their 
•'pupils in the class room. 


Indeed, the absurd ideas,fostered in some cities in regard 
to 
the 


necessity of cramming the children's minds with facts or general knowledge 
t'O-caUed, is leading mmiy- teachers into the error of incidental teaching, 
..that is; oi' departing from the subject in hand to dilate urjon every topic that 


IK suggested|by the lesson or by a chance word, question or answer. That 
ib one of the ways in which valuable time is.wasted without any benefit to 
ihc pupils. If teachers arc properly- trained in the art of (caching and have 
;un education sufficient to enable them to explain clearly the subjects they 
':nre required to leach, then they can succeed without being versed in all 
tho sciences, ancient and modern literature, bislory and the line arts. 


The chief trouble is with the higher educators not with the teachers. 


"Everybody knows that not all teachers excel in their work, not all give it 
the amount, of thought and study which it requires; but the vast majority 
are faithful, efficient and even self-sacrificing for the success of their 
.pupils. If the educators would cease to force unnecessary fads upon the 
schools, if they would insist upon practical, results, then they would get 
them from (lie. poor teachers afid the drones as well as the more ener- 
getic workers. I£ they directed the work of (be schools aright, they would 
have more, attention paid to (lie development of the memory, the reasoning- 
power and to the training of the perceptive faculties than is devoted to 
these important points at; the present time. 


It is a mistake to suppose that, unlimited learning and culture will make 


t, teacher successful. In many cases the well trained teacher with a fail- 
education is far more successful (him the teacher who holds college degrees 
'and whose cultural accomplishments are'of (he most varied character.

Hence 
we might suggest that if tbe principals of Normal schools want, to know 
how.they can make the leaching staff more efficient, they should endeavor 
.to promote (lie professional spirit and to inspire the teachers with enthusi-- 
asm for success in the general school work rather than in the attention to 
borne pel hobby or some fad exploited by specialists at public conventions. 
Many of the conventions do perhaps more harm than good by investing non- 
essential branches with an importance thai docs 'not 
belong to them. 


Instead of trying to make every .teacher a live cyclopaedia, therefore, we 
would say, pay her well, give her some inspiration to do her best; insist 
upon practical results, and these will bo forthcoming.

Tliiit was not much of a surprise to the 
people of New Bedford for some of the mills have been paying enormous 
dividends for .several years pawl. The question comes as to the cause oi' 
this great prosperity of some. New Bedford mills. 
T(. umy be attributed to 


several causes, the first of which is. that the mills are.owned in New Bed- 
ford and not by outside parties. 
As a result there is a local interest in 


the success of the mills that could not exist, if the owners resided in Boston 


• or' any other city. 


The mills of Lowell, although not entirely owned in this city, are never- 


theless fairly prosperous as thing's go in the textile industry. 
Several new 


mill building's are almost completed and the outlook is quite encouraging 
io the stockholders. 
Were it otherwise, the shrewd mill managers would 


not be extending their business, so that although Lowell mills do not pay 
dividends of 100 per cent, they pay enough to make Hie business profitable 
and to satisfy most of (he stockholders. 


A great deal, of course, depends upon the management, of (he mills 


;;nd whether the business is kept abreast of the times. The mill that wants 
to succeed in these days of nation-wide competition must excel in special 
lines of work: it must advance io finer fabrics and he ready at nil limes 
to-mcet the demands of the trade. 
, 


The equipment of the modern mill is being steadily improved in the 


adoption of the best labor saving machinery, the use of electricity for power 
and various other sources of economy arc being gradually applied to the 
great problem of reducing the cost, of manufacture, 
There may, and in 


many cases there undoubtedly are, mistakes of administration. 
Among 


these one of the worst is to allow the working force of a mill to be dis- 
organized by a strike for some very trilling or unimportant cause. 
We 


have had mill strikes in Lowell that cost the parties 
concerned 
many 


thousands of dollars, and yet the originiil amount involved and over which 
the dispute arose was but the fraction of a dollar. 
There is another mis- 


take from which some mills occasionally suffer. It is that of throwing out 
experienced help to give place to inexperienced. This 
usually happens 


•uhero the neiv head of a department takes charge and desires to surround 
himself with his personal friends, often regardless of whether they arc 
as capable of doing good work as those whom he discharges.

PARIS, Nov. 14.—The General Feder- 


ation of l,abor. backed by the social- 
ists, is.planning to combat the govern- 
ment's labor program, winch is now 
before parliament. 
M. Jaures, leader 


of the socialists in the 
chamber 
of 


deputies, says that the labor unions 
throughout the entire world are watch- 
Ing France -and that* the socialists of 
America are sending messages of en- 
couragement to the French proletariat 
in their efforts to defend trades union- 
ism against attack by the state. 


The government, however, points out 


that it is not opposing: trades union- 
ism, 
hut on the contrary is seeking 


to improve the welfare of the 
work- 
ing classes and will propose the ap- 
pointment of boards of conciliation and 
permanent arbitration. 
Nevertheless, 


it 
Is determined to .prevent strikes 
among the employes of the public serv- 
ice corporations--, especially 
the rail- 
roads, even If it is obliged to resort 
to the penal laws. 
It regards the rail- 


roads as essential to the national life 
and national defence. At the s le time 
the government is disposed to restrict 
the efforts to the. General Federation 
of Labor to its own professional (ield 
against its alleged revolutionary 


tendencies,

The federation claims that the gov- 


.crnnjciU is aiming to dissolve the or- 
ganization and prohibit general strikes 
as a counter-blow to the plan of the 
labor leaders to offer a bill obligating 
employers to .treat witii the union in 
case of disputes, refusal'to do which 
would make them liable to a. fine or 
imprisonment.

mainder of his days !n solitude. His 
wishes, are sacred to the countess, who, 
however; has sent a message to her 
husband Imploring that she be permit- 
ted to'.join him and share the hard- 
shins'which he'.Is determined to expe- 
rience.

Jjittl.e-by .little-the story of the au- 
thor's pilgrimage to date has become 
known. In company with his physl- 
'flafi; Dr.: Makovetzky, he went from 
Tula to.the ancient cloister of Rha- 
mardino, • in the province of Kaluga, 
where he remained today the guest of 
his sister Marie. The latter for many 
years -has .been a nun at the cloister, 
which wa's founded 500 years ago.'The 
nuns mingle with' the world, devoting 
themselves to good works.

V EDUCATIONAL THEORISTS AND PRACTICAL .TEACHERS 


There seems io hn a tendency among some educators, including college 


professors, to question the general qualification.'! of school teachers and 
.'urge longer study in various directions for the purpose of culture as well 
as the effect on the teachers' power io impart instruction. 


The series of questions sent out by the Normal school principals of 


Krew York and published in this paper Saturday is a case in point. It incli- 
,bates a prevailing opinion that (lie teacher should be a sort of walking 
cyclopaedia. What is suggested for supplementary .studies could be attained 


--..'.unly-jn-a-college.course.—Now-this.is not only unnecessary.to a successful 


' teacher but there is danger Hint some teachers may get the idea that it is 
incumbent upon them lo display thoir education in various lines to their 
pupils in the class room. 


Indeed, the absurd ideas fostered in some cities in regard 
to 
the 


necessity of cramming the children's minds with facts or general knowledge 
so-called, is leading many teachers into the error of incidental teaching, 
'that is, of departing from the subject in hand to dilate upon every topic that 


JE suggested by the lesson or by a change word, question or answer. That 
is one. of the-ways in which valuable time is wasted without any benefit to 
the pupils. If teachers are properly trained in the art of teaching and have 
an education sufficient to enable them to explain clearly tho subjects .they 
are required to teach, then, they can succeed without being versed in all 
the sciences, ancient and modern literature, history and tho fine arts. 


The chief trouble is with the higher educators not with the teachers. 


Everybody' know£ that not all teachers excel in their work, not all give it 
'the amount of thought and study which it requires; but the vast majority 
are faithful, efficient and even self-sacrificing for the success of their 
pupils. If the educators would cease to force unnecessary fads upon ihe 
schools, if they would insist upon practical results, then they would get 
them from Ihe poor teachers and (he drones as well us the more ener- 
getic workers. If they directed the work of the schools aright, they would 
have more attention paid to the development ot the. memory, live reasoning 
power and to the ti-aining of the 'perceptive faculties than is devoted to 
these important points at the present lime. 


It is a mistake to suppose that unlimited learning and culture will make 


a teacher successful. 
In many cases the well trained teacher with a fair 


education is far more successful than the teacher who holds college degrees 
and whose cultural accomplishments are of the most varied character, 
l! often happens that the latter is unable to get down to the level of her 
pupils, and tbnt nlone makes her success impossible. 


There is always present witJi some^tenchers the feeling that their work 


is hard, that it is drudgery of (he worsty kind. The teacher who has this 
feeling is not likely lo possess the enthusiasm necessary to success. Hence 
we might "suggest that if the principals of Normal schools want to know 
how they can make the teaching stuff more efficient, they should endeavor 
to promote the professional spirit and to inspire the teachers with enthusi- 
asm for success in the general school work rather than in the attention to 
some pet hobby or some fad exploited by specialists at public conventions. 
Many of the conventions do perhaps more harm than good by investing non- 
essential branches with an importance that does not 
belong to 
them. 


Instead of trying to make every teacher a live cyclopaedia, therefore, we 
would say, pay her well, give her some inspiration to do her best; insist 
upon practical results, and these will be forthcoming.

announced (hat one of the New Bedford mills had declared a dividend of 
100 per cent, to the stockholders. That was not muc.h of a surprise to the 
people of New Bedford for 'some of the mills have been paying enormous 
dividends for several years past. The question comes as to the cause of 
this great prosperity of some New Bedford mills. 
It may be attributed to 


several pauses, (he lirst of which is, that the mills are owned in New Bed- 
ford and not by outside parties. As a result (here is a local interest in 
the success of (he mills that could not exist if the owners resided in Boston 
or any other city. 
* 


The mills of Lowell, although not entirely owned in this city, are never- 


theless fairly prosperous as things go in the textile industry. Several new 
mill buildings are almost completed and the outlook is quite encouraging 
to the stockholders. Were it otherwise, (lie shrewd mill managers would 
not be extending thoir business, so (hat although Lowell mills do not pny 
dividends of 100 per cent, they pny enough to make the business profitable 
and to satisfy most of the stockholders. 


A great deal, of course, depends upon the management of the mills 


and whether the business is kept abreast of (he limes. The mill that wants 
to succeed in these days of nation-wide competition must excel in special 
lines of work; it must advance lo finer fabrics and be ready at all times 
to meet the demands of tlio Irade. 


The equipment of the modern mill is being steadily improved in the 


adoption of the best labor saving machinery, the use.of electricity for power 
and various other sources of economy arc being gradually applied lo the 
great problem of reducing the cost of manufacture. 
There may, and in 


many cases there undoubtedly arc, iniKtakds of administration. 
Among 


iliese one of the, worst, is to allow the working force of a. mill (o be dis- 
organized by a strike for some very trifling or unimportant cause.

RULES AN IMPROVEMENT OVEf 


Game Is Better For Changes, 


but Rules are Not Yet 


^ 
Just Bight 


(THE new football rules have been 
^ pretty: thoroughly tried,here and 
there, and there is little doubt that 
they are a great Improvement over the 
old, 
though still far from being all 


that could be desired. There have been 
a good many Injuries this fall, hut not 
so many nor so serious a= those of a 
year ago. 
.

This year football Is more liable to 


criticism than ever before. . Not only 
has It the chronic opponents to contend 
with, but also a goodly portion of those 
who in years gone by' have been its 
friends. Half of the rules committee 
.was none too* enthusiastic over the 


i changes wrought In the game; Some 
wanted to go back to' the old army 
game, while others wanted to take 
more radical steps in opening, it up. 
..The rule prohibiting all pushing or 
pulling of the man with the ball was 
probably.the best bit of legislation ever 
done. by. the football, rules committee. 
For years there had been attempts to 
' rule out the ' deadly mass play by 
.formative .legislation,-but.. the..cbaches 
had always surmounted the obstacles 
placed in their path, and last year 
there was almost as much mass play 
as there was ten years before. This 
season heavy mass plays are Impossi- 
ble if the rules .are enforced. - This in 
Itself is a big step in the right direc- 
tion. The rule prohibiting the flying 
tackle is also proving a success, as is 
that requiring seven men to be on the 
line of scrimmage on the offense. 


Onside Kick and Forward Pass. 


The forward uass and the onside kick 


are now hybrid affairs. The. pass was 
opened up by permitting 'tl.« ball to 
cross the line of scrimmage . at any 
point instead of requiring it to go at 
least flve yards to one side of the cen- 
ter a.nd by the rule protecting the man 
going down the field to receive the pass 
from all attack. 
These advantages 


have been counteracted by the rule re- 
quiring the man .who makes the pass 
to be at least flve yards behind the line 
of scrimmage. This to a large extent 
takes .away the possibility for decep- 
tion on the play, and It is doubtful 
whether It is any more yaluaMe this 
year than formerly. 
I/ast year the 


committee was divided as to the ad- 
visability of retaining the pass in the 
game, and the present rule came as a 
ninth hour makeshift to avoid a dead- 
lock. Tinder these circumstances there 
Is small room for surprise in the fact 
that the forward pass rul2s are not 
proving entirely satisfactory. The pass 
will either be made more practicable 
before another season has passed or It 
will be further restricted. 


As for the onside kick, the rules com- 


mittee seems to have put barriers 
around w.hat had come to be regarded 
as one of the finest features of football. 
The rule requiring a kick to be made 
from a point at least flve yards behind 
the line of scrimmage and requiring it 
to travel at least twenty yards before 
the members of the kicker's team be- 
come onside has largely limited its ef- 
fectiveness.

EDUCATIONAL 
THEORISTS. 
AND 
PRACTICAL 
TEACHERS 


. 
There seems id be a tendency among some educators, including college 


professors, to question the general qualifications of school teachers and 
urge longer study fn various directions for the purpose of culture as well 
as the effect on the teachers' power to impart instruction. 


The series of questions sent out by the Normalschool principals of 


New York aiid published iu this paper Saturday is a case in point. It indi- 
cates a prevailing opinion that the teacher should be a sort of walking 
cycIoEaedia. What is suggested for supplementary studies could be attained 
only in a college course. Now this is not only unnecessary to a successful 


.'-teacher but there, is danger'that some teachers may get the idea that it is 


incumbent" upon them to display their education in "various lines to their 
pupils in the class' room. 


Indeed, the absurd ideas-fostered in some cities in regard 
to the 


necessity of cramming the children's minds with facts or general knowledge 
so-called, is leading many teachers into the error of incidental teaching, 
that is, of departing from the subject in hand to dilate upon every topic that 
is suggested by the lesson .or by. a chance word, question or answer. That 
is. one of the ways in which valuable time is wasted without any benefit to 
the pupils.- If teachers are properly trained in the art of teaching and have 
an education sufficient to enable them to explain clearly the subjects they 
are required io teach, then they can succeed without being versed in all 
the sciences, ancient and modern literature, history and the fine arts. 


The chief trouble is with the higher educators not with the teachers. 


Everybody knows that not all teachers excel in their work, not all give it 
the amount of thought and study .which it requires; but the vast majority 
are faithful, efficient and even self-sacrificing for the success of their 
pupils. If the educators would cease to force unnecessary fads upon the 
schools, if they would insist upon practical results, then they would get 
them from the poor teachers and the drones as well as the more ener- 
getic workers. If they directed the-work of the schools aright, they would 
have more attention paid to the development of the memory, the reasoning 
power and to the training of the perceptive faculties than is devoted to 
these important points at the present time. 


It is a mistake to suppose that unlimited learning and culture will make 


a teacher [successful.. In many cases'the well trained teacher with, a fair 
education is far more successful than the teacher who holds college degrees 
and whose cultural accomplishments are of the most varied character. 
It often happens flint (lie Intter is unable to get down to the level of her 
pupils, and that alone makes her suec,ess impossible. 


There is. always present with some teachers the feeling that their work 


is hard, that.it is.drudgery of the worst kind. The teacher who has this 
feeling is not likely to ripssess the enthusiasm necessary to success. Hence 
we might suggest that if the principals of Normal schools want to know 
how they can mnke the teat'.hing ntnfE more efficient, they should endeavor 
to promote the professional spirit and to inspire the teachers with enthusi- 
asm for success in the general school work rather tliau in the attention to 
some pet hobby or Home fnd exploited by specialists .at public conventions. 
Many of the conventions do perhaps more harm than good by investing non- 
essential branches with an importance that does not 
belong to 
them. 


Instead of trying to make every teacher a. live cyclopaedia, therefore, we 
would say, pay her well, give, her some inspiration to do her best; insist 
upon practical results, and these will be forthcoming. 


MILL DIVIDENDS HIGH AND LOW. 


- Some surprise was felt here in Lowell a week" ago 
when 
it 
was 


announced that one of the New Bedford mills had declared a dividend of 
300 per cent, to the .stockholders. That was not much of a surprise to the 
people of -New Bedford for some of the mills 'have been paying enormous 
dividends for several years past. The question comes as to the cause of 
this great prosperity of some New Bedford mills. It may be attributed to 
several causes, the first of which is, that the mills are owned in New Bed- 
ford and not by outside parties. As a result there is a local interest iu 
the success of the mills that could not exist if the owners resided in Boston 
or any other city. 


The mills of Lowell, although not entirely owned in this city, are never- 


theless fairly prosperous as things go in the textile industry. Several new 
mill buildings are almost completed and the outlook is quite encouraging 
io the stockholders. Were it otherwise, the shrewd mill managers would 
not be extending their business, so that although Lowell mills do not pay 
dividends of 100 per cent, they pay enough to make the business profitable 
and to satisfy most of the stockholders. 


A great deal, of course, depends upon the management of the mills 


and whether the business is kept abreast of the limes. The mill that wants 
to succeed in these days of nation-wide competition must excel in special 
lines of work; it must advance to finer fabrics and be ready at all times 
to meet the demands of the trade. 


The equipment of the modern mill is being steadily improved in the 


adoption of the best labor saving machinery, the use of electricity for power 
and various other sources of economy arc being gradually applied to the 
great problem of reducing the cost of manufacture. 
There may, and in 


many cases there undoubtedly lire, mistakes of administration. 
Among 


these one of the worst is to allow (he working force of a mill to be dis- 
organized by a strike for .some very trilling or unimportant eaii.se. 
We 


have had mill strikes in Lowell that cost Ihe parties 
concerned 
many 


thousands of dollars, and yet the original amount involved and over which 
the dispute arose was but (ho fraction of a dollar. There is another mis- 
take from which some mills occasionally suffer. It is that of throwing out 
experienced help to give place to 
inexperienced. This usually 
happens 


where Hie new head of a dcpiirlmcnt takes charge and desires to surround 
himself with liis personal friends, often regardless of whether they are 
as capable, of doing good work us those whom lie discharges. 


Whether any mistakes of.this Itinil are tolerated in New Bedford wo 


J.now not, but wo venture to say thnt (ho mill that pnys 
the 
highest 


dividends is not hiking any chances with green help while allowing (ho 
BXi)eriem;cd to look elsewhere for employment.

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NEW FOOTBALL RILES AN IMPROVEMENT OVER OLD 


Game Is Better For Changes, 


but Rules are Not Yet- 


JustRigHt, . 


fTTHE new football rules have been 
• . pretty thoroughly tried here 
there, and there IB little doubt thai 
they are a great Improvement over the 
old, though still tar from belng^'all 
that could be desired. There have been 
a good many Injuries this tall, but hot 
"Bo many nor so serious aa those of a 
year ago.^ 
* 
.-- 


. This year football Is more liable to 
criticism than ever before. 
Not o^nly 


has It the,' chronic opponents .to contend 
with, but also a goodly portion of those 
who In years "gone .by have been Its 


i friends. ' Half of the rules committee 
was none too enthusiastic over the 
changes .wrought In 'the game. Some 
wanted to go back to the1 old army 
game, while others wanted to take 
more radical steps In opening it up. 
. The rule prohibiting all pushing or 
pulling of the man with the ball was 
probably the best bit of legislation ever 
done by the football rules committee. 
For' years there. had been attempts to 
.rule., out ..tile, deadly^ mass _..play..^by 
formative legislation, but the coaches 
had- always surmounted the obstacles 
placed In thejr path, and last year 
there was almost* as much mass play 
as there was ten years before. This 
season heavy mass plays are impossi- 
ble It the: rules are' enforced. This in 
Itself is a'big step In the right direc- 
tion! The rule prohibiting the flying 
'tackle Is also proving a success, as is 
that requiring seven men to be on the 
line of scrimmage on the offense. 


Oniida Kick and Forward Pass. 


The forward pass and the onslde kick 


are now hybrid affairs. The pass was 
opened up by permitting the ball "to 
cross the line of scrimmage .at any 
point Instead of requiring it to go- at 
least five yards to one side of tUd cen- 
ter and'by the rulo protecting tne man 
going down the Hold to receive the;pass 
from all 'attack. 
These advantages 


have been counteracted by the rule re- 
quiring the man who makes the pass 
to be at least flve yards behind the line 
of scrimmage. 
This to a large,extent 


takes away the possibility for decep- 
tion on the play, and.it is doubtful 
whether it is any more valuable this 
year than formerly. 
Last year the 


committee was divided as to the ad- 
visability of retaining the pass in the 
game, and the present rule came as a 
ninth hour makeshift to avoid a dead- 
lock. Under these circumstances there 
Is small room for surprise In the fact 
that the forward pass rules '.are not 
proving entirely satisfactory. The pass 
will either be made more practicable 
before another season has passed or It 
will be further restricted. 


As for the pnslde kick, the rules .com- 


mittee seetna to have put barriers 
Mound what had come to be regarded 
as one of the finest features of football. 
The rule requiring a kick to be made 
from a point at least five yards behind 
the line of scrimmage and requiring It 
to travel at least twenty yards before 
the members of the kicker's team be- 
come onslde has largely limited Its ef- 
fectiveness. 


From the spectator's point of view

the two most objectionable features o 
tjhet new rules are the division .of thi 
game Into periods and the privilege o: 
putting a man back in the game who 
las once been removed for any cause 
save disqualification. The objection to 
the firsf rule lies In the fact that .It 
seems to break, up the game just when 
the players are getting into the swing 
of It. Of course this Is a selnsh'objeo-
